Watson Says 
Public Funds 
Are Misused 

Los Angeles County As- 
se.ssor Philip E. Watson 
charged that public money 
is being spent by govern¬ 
mental agencies to defeat 
Ihe Wat.son Amondme.ut. 

In a letter to Secretary ot 
State Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
Watson requested that all 
instances of this practice be- 
made public as soon as the 
required' expenditure reports 
are filed in Brovv.n-’s Sacra¬ 
mento Office. 

Under the California Elec 
lion Code, all persons or cor¬ 
porations who contribute in 
excess of $1000 toward a 
political candidate or ballot 
proposition, must identify 
themselves a.nd the amount 
contributed. 

’The Asse.ssor cited specific 
instances where expendi¬ 
tures were (Undertaken by 
governmental units and' 
other agencies for preparing, 
P'U'blishlng, and broadly dis¬ 
tributing reports which in¬ 
cluded definite positions on 

the Watson- Amendment. 

"Such information, w a s 
prepared and distributed by 
Ihe Revenue and Taxation 
Committee of the Assem¬ 
bly,” Watson said. He added, 
“Copies wore sent through 
the mails to every school 
hoard and to many others.” 

'The As.sessor continued; 
"The League of Califonn-ia 
Cities prepared and distri¬ 
buted to every City Council 
and every city a comparable 
report. The Los Angeles 
Board of Education prepared 
and d'istributed information 
to school teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators.”

ANSWER: Statutory tiling fee tor the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge tor the tour Insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk tor 
tiling with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name.

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971.

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must tile. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTIQN: What is a FIctitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: Qne that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that Implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company”; or it a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4 . QUESTIQN: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identity 
the person or persons with whom he is realky dealing. 

5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-tile under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of tiling? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week tor tour weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be tiled with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a tiled fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when tiling is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing Is made at the end of each five 
year period If there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Wilsoi. 
Riles announced the distri¬ 
bution among Califor.nia 
school di.stricts of a $23.4 
million federal grant for vo¬ 
cational education during 
the 1972-73 school year. The 
grant is $2.8 million more 
than the amount received 
last year and is the largest 
grant of its type ever re¬ 
ceived by California. School 
districts are being .n'otified 
of their allotment to allow 
for adv.ance.d' planning, ac¬ 
cording to Wesley P. Smith, 
state director of vocational 
education. 

The grant, which will be¬ 
come effective July 1, and 
will account for about ten 
per cent of the no.\t schcxjl 
year’s total $210 million cost 
of vocational education in 
California. The federal 
money comes from the Na¬ 
tional Vocational Education 
Act of 1968. 

The allocations were made 
by the .State Board of Educa¬ 
tion at their March 12 meet¬ 
ing and will be di-^^tributed 
among 365 secondary .school 
■district, 68 community col¬ 
leges, and 11 county offices 
of education. The di.stribu- 
tion is based on district stu¬ 
dent population and a n 
equalization facto- that 
takes into coiisidera t i o n 
each district'.s relative 
wealth .and its previous 
committment to vocational 
education. 

Smith .noted that this fed¬ 
eral allotment indicates the i 
growing conviction through¬ 
out our increasingly tedino- 
logical society that every 
student should leave .school 
with a salable skill that will 
insure him of a rewarding 
and productive place i-n so¬ 
ciety.
